Court Watching: 


Judge Oakley binds over two for B&E in city of Belleville Oct. 20

Lamar Rawsean Middlebrooks, 36, and 
co-defendant Deangelo Luther Vanover, 
33, each were charged with breaking and 
entering a building with intent, possession 
of burglar’s tools, and larceny in a building 
on Oct. 20 in the city of Belleville. 

They waived their preliminary exams on 
Nov. 2 at 34" District Court before Judge 
Brian A. Oakley and he bound them over to 
the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice on Nov. 
16 for an arraignment on the information. 
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Belleville Officer Craig Lewis is the officer 
in charge of the case. 

Belleville Police Chief Hal Berriman 
said a citizen saw two men removing items 
from a vacant house at 133 Wabash and 
called police. Officer Jeff Wickham was 
dispatched to the scene and stopped the 
two defendants who were leaving the scene 
with a hot water tank and boiler worth over 
$5,000 in their van. The two, from Dearborn 
Heights, had the address on a cell phone in 
their possession, so they knew where they 
were going, Chief Berriman said. They 
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also had cutting tools and a big wrench. 
Officer Trombley, who was off duty, and 
VBT officers assisted. 

When they got to circuit court for their 
arraignments on the information before 
Circuit Court Judge David A. Groner, a 
plea deal was arranged. They both pled 
guilty to breaking and entering of a building 
with intent and the other two charges were 
dismissed. 

The two were referred to probation for 
pre-sentencing reports. Judge Groner 
is due to sentence them on Dec. 13. The 
B&E charge could bring up to 10 years in 
prison. 

Dayshawnna Shani Logan 

Shantika Shanese Shahid 
Co-defendants Dayshawnna Shani 
Logan, 22, and Shantika Shanese Shahid, 


24, waived their preliminary exam before 
Judge Oakley on Nov. 2 on charges of false 
pretenses, more than $1,000 but less than 
$20,000 that allegedly occurred on Oct. 15 
in Van Buren Township. 

Logan is scheduled to have her arraignment 
on the information on Nov. 16 at the Frank 
Murphy Hall of Justice. Her attorney said 
she had a driving while license suspended 
charge in another court that same day, but 
Judge Oakley said the felony charge would 
supercede that lesser charge. Logan is free 
after posting her bond of $20,000/10%. 
She was arraigned at circuit court and a 
disposition conference is set for Nov. 28 
before Judge James Chylinski. 

Shahid was lodged in the Wayne County 
Jail on $10,000/10% bond. Shahid,

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District Library Board takes primary 
steps to get the new library built

The Belleville Area District Library 
decided to hire a Construction Manager as 
Constructor and to get architect Dan Whisler 
to put together a Request for Proposals for 
the position. 

This was at the regular meeting of the 
board on Nov. 15. 

Steps were taken to immediately move 
toward construction after the board 
expressed its absolute ecstasy over seeing 
voters approve its two proposals on Nov. 8 
giving the new library the approvals needed 
to go forward. 

“This is a big deal,” said board president 
Sharon Peters, referring to voting to hire a 
Construction Manager as Constructor over 
other options. 

“It’s a big help for our staff,” said vice 
president Joy Cichewicz, noting the library 
staff won’t have to be making day-to-day 
construction decisions. 

“Our staff still is running a library,” Peters 
said. 

Whisler said he will bring as much 
leadership to the project as the board likes. 

Whisler said it was important to get a 
topographic and boundary survey of the 
library site and surrounding parcels done 
as soon as possible for the city’s site plan 
approval process and building design and 
planning needs. 

He said his architectural firm, Daniels 
and Zermack, will be starting on the final 
drawings of the project and any changes the 
board likes can be put into the final plans. 

The board confirmed its bond financial 
advisers for bond sales and bond 
investment/asset management, as well as 
the bond attorney. The library’s attorney 
John Day will do contract reviews and land 
acquisition consulting. 

They also will develop and finalize an 
Owner-Architect Agreement with Daniels 
and Zermack. 

Whisler recommended environmental 
assessment studies of vacant or occupied 
parcels to be acquired. He said this is due 
diligence and part of the process. 

There was a total of 15 recommendations 
from Whisler and the building committee 
will meet and consider options and decisions 
to send on to the full board. 

Library board member John Juriga said 
he would like to see the general contractor 
get as many local contractors are possible 
to work on the construction, such as 
Davenport Brothers of Belleville. 

Whisler said you get a lump sum of cost 
from the general contractor and don’t know 
who all has been included. He said if local 
workers are a priority for the library board 
it would have to have written guidelines on 


who is considered local. 

Juriga said it would be those in the 48111 
zip code. 

“It has to be defined,’ Whisler said, 
adding, “Do they live there? One of their 
employees lives there? Within 5%, maybe, 
award higher bid to local contractor? 

“It has to be thought through and spelled 

ut,” Whisler said. 

The board discussed getting with Sumpter 
Township officials to see how long Sumpter 
needs to occupy the DPW building that is 
planned to be used for the Sumpter South 
Satellite Media Center. Also, they need to 
check with the owner of the house next 
door to see when that could be available. 
Originally, it was between March and May, 
but it could be sooner because she has been 
having heating problems. 

They discussed temporary parking for 
employees during construction. Whisler 
said they will get down to the real minutiae 
during the design phase, with changes to 
what was first suggested. 

“And now that it’s a real project that’s 
funded, maybe DTE will talk to us about 
moving the overhead wires,” Whisler said. 

He said the library should get its 
construction manager by the end of the year. 
When asked by the board, what size project 
this would be considered, he said it’s about 
$10 million, a “medium-sized project.” 

Whisler said the majority of the decisions 
will be by the full board and the building 
committee might meet weekly during the 
life of the project and do the heavy lifting. 

Joy Cichewicz said it is important to tie up 
the agreement with the City of Belleville, 
make an agreement on maintenance of 
the satellite with Sumpter, and to contact 
the owner of the building next door that is 
being sold to the library. 

When Library Director Mary Jo Suchy 
asked when they could break ground, 
Whisler said it would be from 10 to 12 
months. And, then it would take from 18 to 
24 months to build, he said. 

Whisler said they have to ask the city when 
it is reasonable to close Fourth Street so the 
contractor can use it for a staging area. He 
said they will have several meetings with 
the city before they get to formal submission 
of the preliminary site plan. 

Mary Jane Dawson, chairman of the 
marketing committee, read a prepared 
statement thanking everyone who helped 
pass the library proposals and giving a 
history of the district library. She made a 
motion that when the ground is broken a list 
of board members from the beginning will 
take part in “digging the dirt and cutting the 
ribbon.” Juriga seconded the motion and 
the board passed it unanimously.

Planners set public hearing Jan. 25 
on VBT Lakeshore Ordinance

A public hearing has been set for the Jan. 
25 meeting of the Van Buren Township 
Planning Commission to seek input on 
the Belleville Lake Lakeshore ordinance 
amendments. 

At its regular meeting Nov. 9, the 
planning commission listened to a 
presentation by Will Hawley, an attorney 
who lives in Mission Pointe, on the changes 
recommended to the ordinance. Hawley 
had vehemently opposed the previous 
amendments presented in two meetings 
last February and was signing people up to 
sue the township. 

The township staff made a list of 77 things 
the residents thought was wrong with the 
document. A public hearing was set in 
March, but a big snowstorm cancelled the 
meeting. 

At the recommendation of the township 
staff, the ordinance amendments were sent 
back to the township staff to work with the 
residents. They set up a group of lakeside 
residents, including Hawley, to help 
make the ordinance something they could 
support. 

Ron Akers, director of the VBT Planning 
and Economic Development Department, 
said the work group had from 15 to 20 
residents who have worked diligently with 
the township staff for six months. 

Hawley said over the last six months the 
group has met at least a half dozen times 
for three hours or so each time. 

He said the amendments now dovetail with 
the Michigan Department of Environmental 
Quality requirements. He gave the example 
of a 4’ wide dock requirement. They have 
taken that out of the township ordinance 


and now someone wishing to have a wider 
dock must pay $500 to the MDEQ and 
show “minimal impact.” It would all be 
through the MDEQ. 

He said a proper grandfathering clause 
was put in place. 

Hawley said Director Akers and Deputy 
Director Matthew Best were a tremendous 
help to the committee. 

Hawley said the new wording is clarified 
for people selling property and it should 
improve properties in the community. 

“I think the commission should 
recommend it,” Hawley said. “It’s time to 
put this issue to bed. I will lobby for it.” 

“We spent a lot of evenings doing a 
lot of work,” Akers said, noting that two 
ordinances were in the commissioners’ 
packets: one a zoning ordinance that 
covered installation of structures and one a 
general ordinance. 

“The planning commission doesn’t 
usually review general ordinances, but 
we want to show how it works together,” 
Akers said. “The use of the gapland is 
granting exclusive use and enjoyment of 
the property ... the township owns it ... 
but the ordinance would allow exclusive 
use of the property that abuts a resident’s 
property.” 

He said there was a question: “Why 
not just sell the shoreline to the property 
owners?” 

He said because of the dam, the Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commission decrees 
you can’t sell property within 75’ of the 
lake. He said property owners will maintain 
safely the lake property for erosion, 
vegetation, and all structures. 

Akers said the grandfathering provision

On Thursday when we were out 
delivering papers early in the morning it 
was very, very foggy. I was worried about 
deer in Sumpter because we’ve seen them 
crossing the rural roadways many times in

the City of Belleville just before 7 p.m. It 
was dark. I was near Savage Elementary 
School when suddenly there was a deer 
next to my passenger side windshield — 
and then he was gone and there was not a 
second deer, as there sometimes is.

Director Suchy 
said they might have to redo the roof since 
the new library is several years away. She 
said keeping the inside of the library dry 
may cost about $10,000. 


A reader told me she heard Kroger was 
coming to the corner of Hull and Sumpter 
roads, as had been proposed in the past. 
She said they cut down the cornfield, there 
is activity on that corner, and a surveying 
crew is at work. 

I asked VBT Director of Planning and 
Economic Development Ron Akers and 
he said the corner is zoned commercial, 
but not the rest of that cornfield, so they 
would have to come to the township for 
rezoning. He said there is sewer and water 
there, so it is possible, but there have been 
no requests, so far.

Downtown Development Authority and 
local merchants. 

At the Nov. 16 meeting of the Belleville 
DDA, DDA Coordinator Carol Thompson 
said they are working together to launch 
this holiday promotion ahead of Shop 
Small on Saturday, Nov. 26, and will 
continue promoting Downtown Belleville 
Shop Local through the holiday season. 

Thompson said each participating 
downtown business will set its own store’s 
promotion: a giveaway or discount or other 
holiday special. 

She said the DDA will host a Holiday 
Shop Local Facebook Page to help 
downtown businesses get the word out 
about their holiday promotion. Thompson 
said businesses can promote themselves on 
both their own and the DDA pages and can 
cross-promote from business to business. 

Each participating downtown business 
will receive a poster with the promotion 
logo for its window or counter. 

On Thursday evening, Dec. 8 (with a 
bad-weather day of Dec. 15), downtown 
Belleville will host the Jingle Belleville 
Ladies Night Out for shopping and dining 
at local businesses. 


Thompson said businesses can invite 
unique vendors to share their space and 
bring in more/new customers for this 
special shopping event.

It missed the October meeting 
because of a death in the family, Thompson 
said; 

e Briefly discussed information on Huron 
River Water Trail kayak lockers. Thompson 
said the information was given out at the last 
Trails Partnership meeting. These structures 
are being placed in three or four sites along 
the Water Trail so people can lock up their 
watercraft and personal belongings and go 
out to eat or stay overnight. She said the 
DDA had talked about having a structure 
to store kayaks for security and this was an 
information item for them. When the DDA 
learned it cost $35,000 for a permanent 
structure, they decided it was more than 
they wanted to pay. There had been a 
vendor who was going to rent kayaks and 
canoes at Horizon Park, but they couldn’t 
work out who would build the structure, 
Thompson said. Jeff Vernon said from

is clarified and has been reviewed by the 
township attorney. 

“One of the key parts of the ordinance ... 
is that they can go to the Board of Zoning 
Appeals for relief without having to address 
the courts,” Akers said. 

Commission chairwoman Carol 
Thompson, who had experience working 
on building a dock for the city of Belleville, 
said a request goes to the MDEQ and to 
STS Hydro (operator of the dam) and then 
to FERC for months. 

“DEQ has pretty stringent requirements 
to build a dock,” Akers said. 

“We didn’t want you to be in violation 
of FERC,” Hawley said referring to the 
“coverage ratio.” He said it wasn’t boats 
so much as “how much junk do you have 
there.” He said, “What you put in your 
coverage ratio, we’re not concerned with.” 

Commissioner Medina Atchinson said 
there are dangerous structures, with docks

falling into the lake. She asked if the 
ordinance officer could go out and enforce 
the ordinance. 

“We can hire someone to remove blight 
and put a lien on the property,’ Akers 
said. “The general ordinance puts a clear 
indication that you are responsible for 
blight ... We ask people to let us know 
about blight and we can begin the blight 
remediation process.” 

Best said they decided to ask the township 
to enforce the ordinances already on the 
books. 

“If enacted, this ordinance will do this,” 
Best said. “If this is placed into effect, we’ll 
have the ability to clean up the blighted 
areas.” 

Akers said they found a letter in the files 
and learned DEQ does not allow flat roof 
boat houses and FERC doesn’t either. 

“We’re affirming DEQ and FERC’s 
roofs,” Best said. 

“There are flat roofs on Belleville Lake,” 
Commissioner Atchinson pointed out. 

“The current structures are grandfathered 
in,’ Akers said “They can do routine 
maintenance ... but could not demolish 
and replace.” 

Akers said they want to take their time 
and get public input. 

Best said they will advertise the public 
hearing in the Independent and on the 
township web site. 

Commissioner Joan Franzoi asked if a 
draft of the ordinance would be available 
on line or in print and she was assured it 
would.

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Environmental Commission chairman faults VBT leadership 


By Rosemary K. Otzman

David Brownlee,chairman of the Van Buren 
Township Environmental Commission, said 
the commission’s recent treatment by VBT 
leadership is like “a left and a right” to the 
jaw. 

“I find this a little bit disheartening,” 
Brownlee said at the Nov. 16 commission 
meeting. 

Actually, the commission did not formally 
meet because of a lack of quorum. Two 
members of the commission had resigned 
months ago, but VBT Supervisor Linda 
Combs has not replaced them and all the 
present members have to be present to meet. 
Trustee Jeff Jahr, the board’s appointee as 
liaison to the commission was not present 
and did not run for reelection. 

But not having a quorum did not keep the 
commission from having an hour and a half 
discussion on several issues. 

The most pressing of the issues is the 
commission being ignored by township 
leadership when environmental issues are 
at stake — such as the proposed lakeshore 
ordinance and the proposed fifth amendment 
to the landfill host agreement with Waste 
Management. 

Brownlee, who has been on the commission 
for 30 years, said the commission was 
involved in the first draft of the Lakeshore 
Ordinance, but after a public hearing it had 
to go back to the drawing board. 

“A few months ago, I asked Matt how the 
ordinance is doing and he said they’re done 
and it’s going to the planning commission,” 
Brownlee said, referring to Matthew Best,

deputy director of planning and economic 
development. 

“I think the Environmental Commission 
should have been involved with this before 
the planning commission,” Brownlee said, 
noting that the Environmental Commission 
is just a recommending body, but it has 
experience to share. 

“We’re getting this tonight as a courtesy,” 
Brownlee said, referring to the presence 
of Ron Akers, director of planning and 
economic development, who was present to 
review the proposed Lakeshore ordinance 
with commission members. 

“Once it came out of committee, it 
should have come to us. We are the Lake 
Committee,” Brownlee said, referring to the 
time, years back, when he was on the Lake 
Committee and it was transformed into the 
Environmental Commission. 

And then the Environmental Commission 
was not informed of the two and a half years 
of negotiating on the landfill agreement and 
not notified of the public meeting to discuss 
it. He said commission members found out 
about it by accident. 

“I was involved in the original host 
agreement,” Brownlee said. 

“Once again, no involvement of this 
commission ... No plans to include this 
commission,” Brownlee said. 

“We have no knowledge whatsoever on 
this,” he said. “I’m bothered by this ... Why 
are we here? Is it just because it’s politically 
correct?” 

He said he asked VBT Supervisor Combs 
why the commission wasn’t involved and 
she told him it was “basically an economic 
package.” 

“I took offense,” he said, adding he didn’t 
want to argue with her at the meeting. 

“Do we have a disturbing trend here?” 
Brownlee asked. 

After Brownlee stated that the commission’s 
treatment by the township was like two 
blows in a fight, Commissioner Anthony 
Gibson said he could add a third. 

Gibson said a postcard recently was 
received by him saying EQ was making 
minor changes to its operating permits. 

“What are those minor changes to a 
hazardous waste landfill?” he asked. He 
noted he was involved when it was a private 
landfill and turned into a toxic waste landfill. 
He said he sued and protested and that’s why 
he’s on the Environmental Commission. 

“I’m pointing at the leadership,” Brownlee 
said. “We’re not in the ‘right to know’ 
category. 

“I’m really puzzled with the relationship 
of leadership with this commission. We 
don’t make policy. We study and make 
recommendations,” he said. 

He emphasized that he was not pointing 
at Director Akers and Deputy Director Best 
in these comments because the two are “the 
best thing that’s happened here.” 

“When environmental matters come up, 
we will be sure to alert you,” Akers said. 

“I see a big disconnect with the leadership,” 
Brownlee said. “We should have had 
Waste Management come before us with a 


presentation.” 
Brownlee said Supervisor Combs told 
him, “Oh, we were going to tell you.” 

“Oh really?” he said he thought. “When 
was that going to be?” 

“Its almost like a pattern,’ Brownlee 
said. 

Gibson recalled when Waste Management 
opened its south cell a few years ago, a 
representative of Woodland Meadows came 
to the commission and commissioners 
asked him what about the golf course. 
Gibson recalls he said they had no intention 
of removing the golf course. Now they do. 

Brownlee said he recalls when the landfill 
was being sited, he and others put on boots 
and went out and walked the land, hoping to 
sight an eagle or an endangered species so 
they could stop the landfill. 

Brownlee said with the new administration 
taking over, he hopes they will reinstate this 
commission as part of the process — not 
after the process. 

In other discussion at the Nov. 16 non- 
meeting, those present: 

e Discussed the proposed additions to the 
Coal Tar Ordinance that includes fines up 
to $10,000 for violation. “Now you know 
it’s more than a slap on the hand,” Brownlee 
said, adding it will be voted on at a regular 
meeting and then sent on to the township 
attorney and then the township board’s work/ 
study session. “We think this is an issue that 
will eventually go away,” he said, noting 
those putting on sealants will stop using coal 
tar. He said he is surprised that State Rep. 
Kristy Pagan of Canton hasn’t been able to 
get Canton to pass an ordinance, since she 
is trying for statewide legislation. That bill 
is locked up in committee, he said; 

e Heard a presentation on the Lakeshore 
Management proposal by Akers. 
Commissioners then asked questions and 
offered recommendations; and 

e Heard Belleville High School student 
Randall Robinson say he was going to give 
a Tech Talk on environmental matters in 
this area in his class at New Tech. Members 
gave him suggestions and planned to send 
him information by email.

Steven Lester Gagosian 

Judge Oakley held a motions hearing for 
Steven Lester Gagosian, who was being 
prosecuted for operating while intoxicated- 
2™ He was arrested Aug. 16, 2014 and had 
a blood draw. The VBT police department 
got the results within nine days, but the 
warrant was not authorized until Feb. 20, 
2016, 409 days after the arrest. 

Gagosian’s attorney Joseph Awad said the 
clock started with the arrest and his client 
was not afforded a speedy trial. 

Awad said between the arrest and the 
institution of charges the patrol car tape 
was lost, a witness was lost when he moved 
back to Arizona, and his client’s wife and 
child moved to Florida two weeks ago for 
a job. 

The Assistant Wayne County Prosecutor 
said under statute the operating while 
intoxicated charge has a limit of six years 
and the clock started ticking in February 
2016 when the warrant was issued. 

The prosecutor cited case law to show 
the clock starts at the beginning of 
proceedings. 

Gagosian’s attorney Awad, however, said 
he had case law that shows the clock starts 
at the time of arrest. 

“Case law is clear,” Awad said. “Michigan 
has afforded more rights than federal... 
The arrest triggers formal proceedings.” 

Judge Oakley said to let the prosecutor 
decide whether or not or when to charge, 
“It makes no sense to let the prosecutor 
decide.” 

“The fact that it didn’t move forward is 
on the People,” Judge Oakley said, noting 
they could have filed nine days after his 
arrest. 

“I will grant the order,’ Judge Oakley 
said, dismissing the case.

Judge Parrott approves 


plea for man drunk 
driving a Bobcat on road

Joshua Daniel Burnett, 28, was before 
34" District Court Judge David Parrott on 
Nov. 16 for his probable cause conference 
on a charge of operating while intoxicated 
— 3", 

His retained attorney James Murray 
arranged a plea deal, with Burnett pleading 
guilty to a new misdemeanor charge of 
operating while intoxicated-2" with a 
penalty of being on probation for two 
years. The felony charge was dismissed. 
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Burnett told Judge Parrott that on Oct. 5 
in Sumpter Township he was operating a 
Bobcat on a dirt road with a blood alcohol 
count of .17. 

In 2009 he was convicted in the 34" District 
Court of driving while intoxicated. 

As part of his sentence Burnett will have 
alcohol screening and assessment. He 
was ordered not to use drugs or alcohol 
for two years, and possibly will qualify 
for Judge Tina Brooks Green’s Sobriety 
Court. His posted bond of $5,000/10% was 
continued.
